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AUTOMOBILE HIT A LIVE WIRE 


Machine Thrown Into Air ana Upsets 
— Driver Almost Faces Death 
From Electrocution— Strong 
Hopes for Recovery. 


H yde Schmidt, an employe of Mel 
T . Henderson, had a very narrow es* 
cape from being instantly killed last 
night about 8 o’clock. 
Schmidt, driving a Ford an Homo - 
bilo, crossed the W ashington avenue 
viaduct and was driving down the 
north incline, intending to turn west 
on East 8*. I .outs street. 
Directly 
across Washington avenue 
a* 
tb** 
junction of SE Ixonia street was a 
lire electric wire, which had fallen 
from one of the electric lig.it com­ 
pany’s poles. 
This wire was spitting 
fire and as the wheels of the auto­ 
mobile passed over it its loose end 
flew up and came in contact with 
sr vine part of the m etal of the ma­ 
chine, throwing the entire ,*300 volts 
into tile machine and body of the 
man. 
The shock resulting was so 
groat that it seems to have lifted the 
automobile entirely from 
the 
road 
and hurled it at least twenty feet, 
turning h around, facing south. When 
it fell to tne ground it was turned 
completely over. 
Passersby nished to Schmidt’s as­ 
sistance and he was extricated from 
the wreckage. 
He was unconscious 
and when taken into a grocery store 
on the corner of Washington avenue 
ami St. Louis street, was unable to 
speak intelligently except to eatl Cor 
Dr. Wk J. Ferguson. 
Dr. 
Ferguson 
was summoned and went immediate­ 
ly to the scene of the accident, and 
Schmidt was placed in an automo­ 
bile and taken to his home, upstairs 
over old South Ohio avenue, where 
he lives with his Invalid mother and 
hist €v.\ 
The electric lighting company, hear­ 
ing of the accident, sent a pulmotor, 
but by the tim e it reached Schmidt 
lie bad revived sufficiently to not re­ 
quire its services. 
A thorough examination was made, 
with the result that no bones were 
found broken, but there were several 
bruises on the head and body of the 
young nian.

Norfolk, Va., Jan. 31.—Preliminary 
sieps for beginning a federal investi­ 


gation of yesterday’s collision of the 
Nantucket and Monroe, that resulted

saved, were begun today on instruc­ 


tions from the department of com­ 
merce. 
The investigation will seek to de­ 
termine whether the captains took 
every possible precaution, whether the 
deaths were due to any lack of dis- 
v 
- 
clpline among the crews and whether 
broth vessels were in proper position. 
All oi the survivors praised the splen­ 
did behavior of the crews. 
The testimony of the officers of 
both ships is being kept secret. 
It is 
said witnesses testified that Captain 
Johnson stopped the Monroe's engines 
when lo* heard the Nantucket’s siren 
signal; that the lost ship was prac­ 
tically standing still when the Nan­ 
tucket rammed her, and that tbe Nan­ 
tucket continued steaming toward the 
Monroe after the latter had whistled 
three times.

which he says $7,312 was taken from 


the bank by the yeggs. 
Of this amount $4,000 in gold and 
$75 in silver was found in an alley 
la the rear of the bank.

bought the total to $6,518, leaving a 
balance unaccounted 
fof 
of 
$794,

A thorough search was made for 
the money, but no trace of it could 
be found. With this money missing it 
Is now an assured fact that four men 
participated in the robbery and that

Today is “Go-to-Church d a y :” that 


is, it’s a special “go to church day,” 


for, as a m atter of fact, all Sundays

“Stop the war in M exico!” bawls 
certain of the powers to Uncle Sam. 
Of course, they are not bawling in 
the true sense of the word; they are 
crying diplomatically, that is by “in­ 
viting” the W ashington governm ent 
to “do som ething positive with re­ 
gard to the Mexican situation.” And 
the W ashington governm ent bas gra­ 
ciously declined the invitation. 
The announcem ent by President 
H uerta th at his governm ent would 
pass the semi-annual 
interest 
pay­ 
m ent due on the foreign debt of Mex­ 
ico was the occasion. 
The govern­ 
m ents of G reat Britain, France and 
Germany are particularly concerned 
over this developm ent, because pract 
tically all of the millions in Mexican 
securities are held by the citizens of 
those th ree countries, who will now 
be deprived of such portion of their 
income as was derived from such se­ 
curities. 
At present W ashington 
has 
the 
advantage of the European govern­ 
m ents m ost concerned over the Mex­ 
ican situation. 
Several m onths ago 
President W ilson asked th a t none of 
the governm ents do anything w ith 
respect to Mexico until the United 
S tates has had an opportunity to lay 
its policy before them . 
The govern­ 
m ents, w ithout exception, consented 
to aw ait an announcem ent of policy 
from President W ilson. They are still 
w aiting, as no such announcem ent as 
they have been expecting from the 
U nited States has ever been forth­ 
coming. 
Consequently 
th eir 
hands 
are tied for an indefinite period, or 
until the W ilson adm inistration gets 
ready to do som ething. 
They can 
hardly withdraw* 
th eir 
consent 
to 
aw ait the decision 
of 
the 
United 
States as to the Mexican situation 
and are not in a position to iorce the 
I nited States into action so long as 
they are pledged to w ait. 
The powers are rather in a bad 
position in another respect to request 
or demand intervention in Mexico for 
the sake of hum anity for a financial 
reason. 
They didn’t stop the recent 
Balkan war, it will be renum bered; 
and they m ight easily have done so 
had they laid aside self interest. They 
j allowed th e slaughter to go on for 
fear th a t they m ight involve them ­ 
selves. 
As for the European bond­ 
holders in Mexico, one may ask if 
there w ere no A m ericans who held 
the securities of Turkey. So, on either 
score, the pow ers have no good exam­ 
ple of th eir own to lay before Uncle 
Sam in urging th a t 
he
